on the re-election plans of Gov. 
Winthrop Rockefeller and LU 
Gov.

lican incumbents. Rockefeller 
has not revealed his plans, but 
Britt has said he did not want 
to seek a third term.

The third legend says that a 


wooden crate was nailed to a 
tree on the bank of the Missis- 
fhippi River and marked the 
spot where steamboats tied up 
to discharge and take on pas- 
sengers.

Agency said the 381 pound satel* 
lite completes one revolution 
around the earth each 114 min» 
utes and broadcasts the music 
of "Tung Fang Hung"—The 
East Is Red—at a frequency of 
20.009 megacycles- 


The satellite was launched 


Friday, the agency said, 


The agency said the satellite's 


orbit ranges from 213 miles to 
1,480 miles above the earth at 
an angle to the equator of 68.5 
degrees. 


"The successful launching of 


the satellite marks a good be- 
ginning in the development of 
China's space technology," the 
agency added, "It is a great vic- 
tory for Mao Tse-tung thought,

But they also perform useful services 
to research—in the development of new kinds of 
parachutes, for example, and of new techniques 
and ways of using parachute jumping. 


What do they actually do? Well, as the photo- 


graphs on this page show, there's a great deal 
more to it than just taking a deep breath and 
tumbling out. Free fall isn't as free-and-easy as all 
that. In fact, it's a highly skilled and controlled 
exercise. The Knights free fall for up to 70 sec- 
onds, at speeds of 120 to ISO miles an hour—and 
during that time they may link up with other 
parachutists in the air, pass batons, glide for miles 
across the sky and arrange themselves in disci- 
plined formation in a kind of breathtaking sky- 
gymnastics. Competition jumping is usually from 
up to 6,600 feet, but demonstrations may be from 
twice as high. 


Once their highly-maneuverable parachutes 


are opened a phase of expertly-piloted fall be- 
gins, ending usually with an extraordinarily pre- 
cise landing on a target which may be only about 
four inches in diameter.

The reason why this 
play is usualliy correct is that 
third hand should generally 
attempt to win the trick or to 
force 
a 
high 
card 
from 


fourth hand.j-- 


The common exception to 


third hand high occurs when 
you hold two cards higher 
than the first two played that 
bracket a card in dummy. 
Usually the bracketing cards 
are quite close together, like 
the 
king-10 to bracket a 


queen or jack. 


In today's hand, 
Sidney 


Lazard of New Orleans set 
some sort of bracketing rec- 
ord 
when 
he played 
the 


eight-spot on dummy's six, It 
not only set some sort of rec- 
ord, but it also set declarer, 
who would have made his 
contract if Sidney had risen 
with the ace. 


The eight-spot play was 


eminently 
correct. 
Sidney 


was looking at 21 high-card 
p o i n t s in his hand 
and 


dummy. Declarer was one of 
those 16-18 no-trump bidders 
who never varied. 


This left a maximum of 


three for West and Sidney 
assumed those three points 
were the king of hearts. If 
they weren't,, the hand was 
going 
to make whatever 


Sidney did, unless West had 
led from a six-card suit, in 
which case either the ace or 
eight play would succeed. 


If West did hold the king, 


Sidney would set declarer 
one trick less if the opening 
suit were a six-carder, the 
same number of tricks if it 
were a five-carder, but if the 
lead were from four to the 
king, as it was, Sidney's play 
would win and the ace play

people need to know about 
kites except not to fly them 
with wire, keep away from 
power lines and pull them 
down if it l o o k s like a 
thunderstorm. Nevertheless, 
kites have always intrigued 
mankind and there are many 
generations 
of 
engrossing 


facts about kites. 


Those paper, cloth, wood 


or m e t a l ships of many 
shapes which have cleaved 
the airwaves have had an 
important 
past. 
Airplanes 


are the direct 
descendants 


of kites. 


You m i g h t be of the 


opinion that the once-noble 
device has been degraded to 
a child's toy but you would 
be wrong. Even today it still 
fascinates people. 


Kites have great status at 


Atlantic coast resorts such 
as Hilton Head Island where 
families 
and 
couples 
buy 


them at novelty stands and 
have fun for days maneu- 
vering them high above the 
stretches of sandy beach. 


Fishermen have taken up 


an ancient use, flying kites 
out over water to dunk their 
lures farther out than they 
can cast. 


The "man-lifter" kite car- 


ries more weight in water 


skiers into the air behind 
power boats t o d a y than 
weight in daredevils it ever 
carried in the day when that 
same machine was a scien- 
tific sensation. 


Ben Franklin's 
"electric 


kite," of course, was well- 
known but there's another 
experiment, he made when 
he was a boy taking a swim 
that's quite amusing. 


"Loosing from the stake 


the string with the little stick 
which was fastened to it," 
he reported in a journal, "I 
went, again into the water 
where I found that, lying on 
rny back and holding the 
stick in my hands, I was 
drawn along the surface of 
the water in a very agree- 
able manner." 


He was using the power of 


the kite to pull him, and 
other innovators tapped the 
same force. Carriages were 
pulled up to 20 m.p.h. in 
England. 
Life-saving kites 


were invented in the 1700s to 
pull a breeches buoy ashore. 
Boats, sleds, even canoes in 
Samoa have been powered 
by kites. 


It's 
hard to believe, but in

Baseball's Future: 
Appeal to Young

ST PETERSBURG, Fla. — (NEA) — Most appealing 


about baseball is that it is the lazy summer afternoon of 
sports It is not frenetically and self-consciously modern, 
which is both its strength and its weakness. 


It is the long, leisurely draws on a good cigar after a 


meal with wine, a stroll in a park down leafy walks and 
shaded memories, a casual and slightly curious look at a 
balloon floating into the sky like a pop fly. 


Watching baseball is a civilized way of spending a few 


hours a week. It is not the crashing, rush-hour mayhem of 
football, nor the eternal running-to-catch-the bus of basket- 
ball. Nor is it the blood-in-th-veye interaction of boxing. 


In an age of rootlessness, baseball is rooted in tradition. 


(To its critics, that sentence would read. "In an age of 
ruthlessness. baseball is rotted in tradition.") No other 
sport captures the imagination or memory of youthful 
fancy as does baseball. The game is a constant for us. Few 
of its rules and dimensions change. Even the appeal of its 
records demonstrates this. Many fans are loathe for them 
to be bettered. 


We've been calling the White-Front- 


ed Goose (member of the Brant fami- 
ly) which arrived mysteriously at the 
Back 40 Jan. 4, a gander—but this 
picture of April 18 makes the desig- 
nation doubtful. "He" is on a nest of 
what are unquestionably goose eggs.

name in "most home runs, season." Babe Ruth's 60 homers 
in 1927 remains a psychological hearth for multitudes. For 
the same reason, Joe DiMaggio's mark of hitting in 56 
straight games in 1941 is a standard that few fans would 
actually like to see broken. 


Baseball is a link for the country in a way that no other 


sport is Baseball was here with stiff collars and bustles, 
before the motor car and the mortar, after man's landing 
on the moon. No other spectator sport in America has 
meant so much to so many for so long. 


Yet, though the game itself changes little, those who 


play the game remain, of course, a part of their changing 
times and environment. And so when Steve Carlton holds 
out for more money, and Richie Allen does the same, St. 
Louis Cardinal owner Gussie Busch says, "1 just can't 
understand what's going on, on the campuses and every- 
where in our great country . . . (1 want to get the) situation 
back to normalcy." And the phrase "back to normalcy" is 
a direct throwback to the Harding administration, when the 
gravest concerns of the day were Prohibition and the lively 
ball. 


And the rootlessness and restlessness of youth poses a 


threat to traditionalists like Gov. Claude Kirk of Florida 
who at a banquet here honoring the New York Mets, said: 
"Just look at their haircuts (of the Mets' players), and the 
way they're dressed. By God, they are America the beau- 
tiful. Stand up, Mets." 


Donald M. Grant, Mets' chairman of the board, added, 


"I want to echo the words of the governor." Then went on, 
"The hippies will have us; we must fight; we must rebel." 


To all this, Mets' pitcher Tug McGraw, 25, raised two 


lingers in a peace sign and side-burned Mets' outfielder 
Art Shamsky; 28, said, "If a kid's going to admire me, I 
want him to admire me for the way I can hit and not how 
long my hair is." 


The hideboundness of the hair issue is symbolic of the 


older baseball generation's failure to understand the times 
to the benefit of the game. And how they were so deeply 
buried in tradition that they did not see until very late that 
some changes (from help for hitters to divisional play) 
were needed.
